QUARANTINE REGULATIONS. 


An Extensive Cotlo Promulgated by Sec- 


retary Carlisle. 


WASIIIXOTOX, April 21,—Secretary 


Carlisle has promulgated an extensive 
code of quarantine regulations under 
the quarantine law passed by the last 
congress. The regulations were framed 
by the marine hospital service and are 
designated to cover ail questions which 
can arise, should vessels arrive having 
disease aboard or coming from infected 
ports. 
* 


The (inarantinable diseases are stated 


to be cholera, yellow fever, smallpox, 
P'aSue and typhus fever. All vessels 
shall be quarantined coming from in- 
fected ports, or which have had disease 
on board during the voyage, or within 
SO days preceding arrival. 


RECIPROCITY TREATIES. 


How They Worked In Kegnrd to Brazl 


and Cubit. 


"WASHINGTON-. April 21.—A study of 


the statistics contained in tlie second 
annual report of the bureau of Ameri- 
can republics show the following results 
in regard to the workings of the reci- 
procity treaties with. Brazil nnd Cuba; 
. The United States e-yported to Brazil 
in the years 1890, 1801 and 1892, respect- 
ively, merchandise to the value of $11,- 
972,314; $14,120,246, and 814,291,878. In 
the same years the imports of merchan- 
dise into the United States from Brazil 
were $59,318,736: SS3,230.C9,'i, and $118.- 
633.004, respectively, an increase of ovar 
lOOper cent. 


The exports to Cuba increased 


rormd numbers from $13,000,000 in 1800 
to 518,000,000 in 1883. and those to Porto 
Eica from 
$3,300,000 to $3,850,000. 


Cuba's exports to the United States in 
three years in round numbers \vas, re- 
spectively, fM,000,000, $62,000,000 and 
S78.000.000, while those of Porto Bica 
to the United States decreased from $4,- 
000,000 in 1880 to $3,2.)0,OOQ in 1892.

Horace "Walpole mentions in hib mem- 
oirs that in March,' 1751, the honso 
adjourned to attend at Drury Lane 
theater, where Othello was to bo acted 
by a Mr. Delaval and his family. 


Again in February, 1781, a bill iutro- 


dnced by Mr. Burke -with refeieuce 
to the civil list was read for the first 
time, bm tho second reading was de- 
ferred to that day fortnight, "because 
the 2Ist was to be a feast day and the 22d 
was the Icnefit of TitJie, Vestris, tho fa- 
vorite Frtncli dancer at the opera." 


Even when in session ths honso was 


much given to amuse itself with petty or 
frivolous incidents, as is shown by some 
singular eatnes preserved in Iho ofQciitl 
records. 
Under date May, 1001, it is 


noted that a jackdaw flew in at the win- 
dow. This was considered ominons, and 
apparently it proved a bad omen for the 
bill in debate, as tho measure was toon 
afterward, rejected. Again we are tolil 
by thfl veracious state chronicler that 
in May, 1014, '-a dog came into tho 
honse, a strange spaniel, mouse colored.'' 


About 170 years later it is recorded 


that another canino intruder entered the 
house, taking his seat before the speaker 
and all tho government. Not content to 
remain a silent spectator, the dog joined 
in tho proceedings by barking loudly.
